REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The program for improving the physical conditions of the 
Sullivan schools continued this past summer with efforts to fill 
in and grade the washed out area in front of the East School. 
In addition, the floors of both buildings were sanded and var- 
nished for the dual purposes of cleanliness and better light. 


Both school buildings have two basic problems. The pupil 
desks should be replaced with modern movable furniture designed 
for pupil comfort and health; and each building should be 
equipped with a heating plant which will maintain a minimum 
of 60 at night and 72 degrees during school hours. Cold mornings 
always find the rooms weil below a comfortable temperature. 


September 1952 saw a large entering grade of eleven pupils 
enroll. his made it necessary to move grade four to the center 
school making five grades there, so that the enrollment in each 
building would be more balanced and crowding in the East 
school reduced. 


It would be much to the advantage of all pupils if the number 
of grades taught by each teacher could be reduced by sending 
the eighth grade to the new Keene Junior High School. ‘The ad- 
ditional costs would be small and the advantages obtained great. 
It is possible that increasing enrollment may make this a necessity 
in the future.
